Closest US Patent/US Patent Publications 

Schileru-Key (US 6,580,441) cited in paper #20080714 entered 28 July 2008 
remained the closest prior art. Neither Schileru-Key alone nor in combination with 
other prior art teach and suggest the combinations of methods as claimed.

Forward and backward citations of Scliileru-Key failed to produce prior art closer 
than Schileru-Key. 

Closest Non-Patent Literature 

Spangard ("Mona") Paper #20080714 entered 28 July 2008 remains the 
closes NPL prior art. Neither Spangard alone nor in combination with other prior 
art teach and suggest the combinations of methods as claimed.
